Paul Hirsch, Prussian minister of 
the interior, and one of the leaders of 
the majority Socialists, in the course 
of an address declared that the date 
fixed for the national assembly was 
too remote and that immediate convo- 
cation of the assembly was of urgent 
necessity for the purpose of giving the 
new state organization needed stabil- 
ity. 

Dictatorship Undesirable 


Herr Hirsch asserted that a dicta- 
torship was undesirable, as it would 
be incompatible with the purpose both 
of Socialism and of democracy. He 
predicted that the Rhenish industrial 
classes would not hesitate to call on 
the Entente to restore order if the 
present condition of suspense was per- 
mitted to continue. He then discussed 
the financial situation, saying that the 
substitution of a tremendous deficit 
for the former surplus would compel 
the administration of the state rail- 
ways to increase the tariff by 6 per 
cent. - -had been 
planned by the former government, he 
added. 

Emil von Strauss, one of the lead- 
ing directors of the Deutsche bank, 
said he was of the opinion that the 
government should make haste slowly 
in carrying out its program for eco- 
nomic radicalization and that the fi- 
nal decision should be rendered by 
the people. He pointed out that there 
was imperative need of avoiding ex- 
treme measures which might impair 
German credit abroad, as the country 
naturally expected to enter the world 
markets as buyer and seller. 

The seizure of the nation's gold sup- 
ply by the Entente, Herr von Strauss 
pointed out, would mean the destruc- 
tion of Germany's credit basis and re- 
sult In financial anarchy and inability 
to purchase foodstuffs, which was the 
first requisition toward righting the 
present situation. 

Herr von Strauss added that he was 
of the opinion that the thoughtful ele- 
ment of the German working classes 
would realie that the exorbitant wage 
demands made in isolated quarters 
would mean the prompt isolation of 
Germany from competitive markets 
and result in a situation least of all 
suited to economic experiments.

LONDON, Dec, 9.—(British Wire- 
less) Australian commercial and fi- 
nancial interests are making plans to 
connect Australia with London and 
other parts of the British Empire by 
}qgommercial airplanes. A company 
{already has been formed to finance 
the survey of an aerial route to Lon- 
don by way of Sydney and Port Sald. 
|The possibilities of flying from the 
|}commercial viewpoint are dealt with 
in a report issued by the civil aerial 
‘transport committee. The report fore- 
shadows the time when the airplanes 
will compete with the post office and 
| the railways, It is declared that nearly 
;five hours could be saved between 
London and Turin, twelve days be- 
{tween London and Calcutta and 138 
‘days between London and Johannes- 
burg, South Africa, 

The committee recommends the im- 
mediate formation of a special branch 
of the government air service, com- 
mencing on a “modest scale under the 
air ministry to insure that all pre- 
liminary action will be taken.”

LONDON, Dec. 9.—(Canadian Press 
Dispatch, via Reuter's Limited.)—To- 
day the general election enters its fi- 
nal week and both peace and interest 
are quickened. The number of con- 
tests with more than two candidates 
is unprecedented. Indeed, three-cor- 
nered fights are the rule, rather than 
the exception. This fact is generally 
accounted for by the emergence of 
what might be called a_ political 
world from which old party distinc- 
tions have largeiy disappeared, also 
by the doubling of the electorate by 
the recent act and the great change in 
} the boundaries of constituencies. 
| Nobody pretends to know how the 
new electorate will vote, particularly 
| the women and soldiers, while a fur- 
ther complicating factor in the future 
political situation will be the Sinn 
| Fein representatives, who will prob- 
ably be strong. 

There are altogether 471 Coalition 
candidates, comprising 322 Unionists, 
131 Liberals and 16 National Demo- 
crats. Some 1,047 non-Coalition can- 
| didates comprise the following: 75 
Unionists, 273 Liberals, 376 Laborites, 
12 Socialists, 10 Co-operators, 1 Na- 
tional Democrats, 23 Federation of 
Discharged Soldiers candidates, 24 Na- 
tional Partyites, 78 Sinn Feiners, 79 
Irish Nationalists, 120 Independents 
and unclassified, 7 Agricultural Par- 
tyites; 1 Women’s Party candidate; 1 
Coster candidate; 1 Health candidate;

QUITE PLEASED 


Men in Official Positions in Ger- 
many Rejoice at Arrival of 
British 


LONDON, Dec. 9.—The German 
population west of the Rhine becomes 
more cordia] in its attitude towards 
the British as Field Marshal Haig’s 
troops move eastward, according to 
an undated dispatch from the corres- 
pondent of the Daily Mail with the 
British army. 

“As we approach the Rhine,” the 
correspondent gays, “our reception be- 
comes more surprising. The authori- 
ties in such places as Duren say un- 
disguisedly that they rejoice at our 
arrival. They give two reasons for 
this, that they are afraid of their own 
people and are afraid of starvation, 
Many men confess that the end of the 
war brought such relief that the stig- 
ma of defeat weighs little. 

“The revolutionary movement is 
real but not much on the surface, The 
outbreaks during the first few days 
were suppressed by the retreating | 
army, which is much less Bolshevik! 
than the soldiers in reserve at the; 
bases. I have seen many German sol- 
diers in uniform shorn of badges. 
They are demobilized, but they have 
no civilian clothes to take the place of 
their uniform, 

“The armed men guarding the arme 
in the barracks talk without rancor 
of their experiences in the war against 
both the British and French.

LLOYD GEORGE 
APPEALS FOR 


Who Made the War Must 
Pay the Penalty 


LONDON, Dec. 9.—Premier Lloyd 
George, at a great meeting in Albert 
hall today, made an appeal for the 
votes of women. The meeting was at- 
tended exclusively by women, it be- 
ing unique in that and other ways. 
The guard of honor was made up of 
members of the various uniformed wo- 
men's organiations, 

The premier pointed out that be- 
tween six and seven million women 
would have a direct influence on the 
legislation of the future, which would 
largely depend on how they voted. 

“If you suspect any man of going 
to the peace conference with war in 
his heart,”’ said the premier, “vote 
against him. The coming peace must 
make war difficult, if not impossible. 
Those who made the war must pay 
the penalty. The higher they are the 
more reason why they should be pun- 
ished. The German people must also 
be made to pay the penalty. If it ts 
an easy peace it will not be a just 
peace.” 

The premier said he was a believer 
in a league of nations, while he could 
not say it would prevent war, it would 
add to the difficulties of making war 
Huge armies, which tempted rulers to

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Formal

| States of the purpose of the Serbs,

and More Accommodation 
is Being Sought 


After being closed for seven weeks 
On account of the influenza epidemic 
the University of Alberta reopened 
on Friday morning, December 6th. 
Pembina hall, which was rented to the 
city as an emergency hospital, has 
been thoroughiy disinfected, cleaned 
and kaleomined, and classes were in 
full swing again on Monday morning. 
The residences are already filled to 
their utmost capacity and accommo- 
dation is being sought for students in 
houses near the university. 

The term's work, eo unfortunately 
interrupted, is being resumed with 
greater vigor than before, and with | 
& much increased enroliment. Many) 
students who have been undergoing | 
training at Canadian bases, especially | 
in the alr and medica! forces, have | 
been released, and will soon be ready | 
to take up their university work) 
again. Some men from overseas also, | 
who have been discharged, are re- 
turning to take up their studies. Sev- 
eral students also, who were engaged 
during the eummer and autumn in 
teaching and in farm work, and who 
were unable to enter the university in 
October, finding that because of the 
general interruption, they will after all 
be able to make their year, are en- 
rolling now, and will thus add to the 
number of students. Over twenty re- 
turned men have already registered 
for the special vocational course tn 
agriculture. It {ts expected that be- 
fore the end of the year the men tak- 
ing this course will number between 
50 and 60. . 


Additions to Staff. 


In order to cope with the increase 
of work occasioned by these courses, 
several additions have been made to 
the staff of the faculty of agriculture. 
Captain Latimer, who was wounded 
at Ypres and was a prisoner in Ger- 
many for over two years, returning 
to Canada last spring, has been ap- 
pointed assistant professor in animal 
husbandry. Captain Latimer is a 
graduate of Ontario Agricultural col- 
lege, Guelph, 

The old machine shop has_ been 
sheeted and equipped with forges, 
anvils and all necessary tools, and 
here the returned men will learn 
blacksmithing under the direction of 
Mr. Cuthell, late of Glasgow, Scotland. 
Two rooms in the engineering build- 
ing have been furnished with benches 
sufficient to accommodate 24 students 
in carpentry. Mr. Hiron will be in- 
structor in this eubject. Room 82, in 
the Arts building, has been fitted up 
for practice in dairy werk. Several 
local firms have loaned churns and 
separators for thie purpose, and Mr. 
Christenson, of the Edmonton City 
Dairy staff, will give the instruction. 
The work in poultry will be carried 
on at the provincial poultry farm, un- 
der the tuition of J. Shackbleton, 
while farm machinery instruction will 
be given in the Engineering building 
by W. Thomson, manager of the uni- 
versity farm. Professors Cutler, Dow- 
ell and Harcourt will, as before, con- 
duct the classes in fleld husbandry, 
animal husbandry and horticulture 
respectively. For demonstration pur- 
poses in the two last-named subjects, 
a large new green house is in course 
of construction, and another building 
is being fitted up that as much prac- 
tical work as possile may be done even 
in the winter months when outdoor 
work is out of the question. It ts 
hoped that an instructor in Veterin- 
ary science will also be appointed in 
the near future. 

Nelius Ronning, B.A., '18, who has 
just been discharged from the R. A. 
F., has accepted a position in the reg- 
istrar's office. 

Senate to Meet Next Friday. 

A meeting of the senate of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta has been called for 
Friday, December 18th. At this meet- 
ing will be discussed any new courses 
that may be offered at the university.

Industrial Survey of Province is 
Being Made Under Direction 
of L. L. Johnson 


To train returned soldiers in the 
various industries of the province at 
the expense of the government ts the 
reason for an industrial survey of the 


province that ia going on through the 
|} invalid soldiers’ commission. Forty 
firms in Edmonton have been listed as | 
willing to take on men to train, and) 
these men will later be absorbed into | 
the permanent employment of the) 
firms that have trained them. In the) 
meantime they are being allowed the | 
usual pay allowances while training. 

In the province at large 50 men have 

been placed on the basis mentioned 

and are now learning. 

Lieut. L. L, Johnson, who ts diatrict 
vocational officer for the province, 
expects the result of the survey to be 
of great importance to the returned 
soldier. 

About 60 men are being sent to the! 
agricultural classes opening now at 
the university, 19 being Foamonton | 
men and the others from outside! 
points. Seven or eight men will also | 
take special courses in pharmacy, | 
medicine and science, 

Lieut. Johnson states that owing to} 
the advanced methods of the Edmon- | 
ton and Calgary schools, men are com- | 
ing from as far away as Halifax and 
from the Pacific coast. The classes 
{n agriculture, farm mechanics and 
tractor work are specially in favor. 
New courses will be provided from 
time to time, as fast as equipment 
and teachers can be secured. As the 
men return from overseas a large in- 
crease is expected in the number of 
students. 

Mr. Johnson will be aided by the 
provincial government in his work, 
the departments of municipal and 
| educational affairs having already 
shown their practical interest in the 
; work. The latter department have 
arranged that any man_ suited for 
teaching school who has passeg the 
eleventh grade and one year in high 
school may be sent to the normal 
school for an eight months’ course. 
| The minister of municipal affairs has | 
| approved a special course, under the 
commercial department of the voca- | 
tional schools, for preparing soldiers! 
to take the secretaryship of rural 
municipalities,

Committee Recommends That Ap- 
plication to Raise Them Be 
Not Opposed

Express Rates 


The chairman of the transportation 
committee reports as follows on the 
question of express rates: 

“Your committee on transportation 
has considered carefully the applica. 
| tlon of the Express Traffic Association 


proposed 


|of Canada, now before the board of 
railway commissioners, asking that 
the express companies operating in 


| Canada be permitted to make material 
advances in all express rates. 
“The application cites the fact that 


}in 1913 the companies were ordered 
by the board to make a general reduc- 
tion of rates arnounting to 20 per cent., 
notwithstanding urgent representations 
then made by the companies that this 
reduction in revenues would inevitably 
| result disastrously for the compantes; 
land, notwithstanding constantly rising 
| cost of operation, they are still operate 
ing under these reduced rates. The 
application also draws attention to the 
fact that the interstate commerce 
|}commission in the United States and 
the Canadian government and the 


board of railway commissioners for 
Canada have found it necessary to 
make very material advances in all 


railway rates in both the United States 
and Canada; and that the express 
| companies in the United States have 
| been permitted to make substantial 
}rate increases from time to time to 
| meet increased operating costs. 

| “The application also submits fig- 
ures the accuracy of which the board 
of railway commissions is invited to 
| verify by audit, showing that since the 
reduction in rates referred to their 
revenues have been tn sufficient ta 
|} meet expenses of operation and pro- 
vide bond interest and other charges. 

“Your committee does not consider 
hat this board of trade is in a position 
to either confirm or refute the accu- 
racy of the figures submitted. It Is, 
therefore, recommended that this 
| board should not oppose the applica- 
| tlon, your committee feeling confi- 
| dence that any decision in the matter 
by the board of railway commissioners 
will be reached on the merits of the 
case and only after the fullest investi- 
gation of all the facts, and having due 
regard to the interests of the public. 

“It is recommended, however, that 
| the attention of the board of railway 
|commissioners be respectfully drawn 
|to the following points as demanding 

careful investigation: 

| “1. The accuracy of the figures sub- 
mitted in the application, which can 
lhe determined only by an exhaustive 
augit; and close scrutiny of items en- 
tering into expense. 

“2. The exact relationship existing 
between the various express companies 
and the railway companies, of which 
| they are subsidiary organizations, with 
special reference to the rates pald by 
the express companies for the service 
afforded them by the railways. 

“8. That the cost of operation dur- 
ing the past year or two has been very 
greatly enhanced by conditions due to 
the war; that these conditiona are 
largely temporary and abnormal; and 
consequently such costs might be very 
unsafe as a basis for rates in the fu- 
ture.”

Ottawa, Dec. 6&.—The total war expenditure of Canada is 
estimated at one billion and sixty-eight million dollars to No- 
vember 80. To March 31 next it is estimated at one billion, two 
hundred and ninety millions. To this estimate should be added 
the amount of war outlay which will be incurred after March 31, 
1919, which may exceed three hundred million dollars, making a 
total of over $1,590,000,000, The pension load is estimated at 
thirty million dollars per year and probably more. Canada’s net 
debt at March 81, 1914, was three hundred and thirty-six millions, 
The net debt to March 31, 1919, is estimated at one billion and a

believed it his duty to do so, Force 
having been employed against him 
by the state, it is not strange if 
the conscript should be more prone 
to employ foree on his own behalf

But the Allies are in the posi- 
tion that they have to incur one 
of two risks, of which this threat 
of revenge is the lesser.

To make Germany pay would 
very likely create more or less 
vengeful feeling among its peo- 
ple; but to not make it pay would 
teach them that they may make 
war again any time they are 
ready without risk of being pun- 
ished if they are beaten, As be- 
tween the two the Allies will risk 
less by imposing punishment and 
leaving Germany to stew in re- 
venge than they would by with- 
holding punishment and leaving 
Germany with the idea that war 
is a game at which it can play 
with everything to gain and noth- 
ing to lose.

The conference of manufactur- 
ers “and labor delegates recom- 
mended that the Government start 
an ‘‘optimistic campaign’’ to pre- 
vent the public falling into a spirit 
of depression.

Asso- 
ciation with both is enough to con- 
vict without other evidence. 

But responsibility cannot be 
shifted from the shoulders of the 
Government to those of Sir Clif- 
ford or Hon. Robert, or divided be- 
tween them. It belongs to the Min- 
isters, and must rest there. Sir 
Clifford and Hon, Robert are pri- 
vate citizens. They hold no repre- 
sentative or administrative posi- 
tion, and are not accountable to 
the public for the conduct of the 
Government, though they, or one 
of them, direct, or directs it. 

On its own account the Govern- 
ment has earned in full measure 
the lack of confidence with which 
it is now regarded, aside altogeth- 
er from its asosciations with these 
gentlemen, Whatever their part in 
directing the Government’s policy, 
Sir Clifford and Hon. Robert can- 
not be held to blame for the phen- 
omenal incompetence the Govern- 
ment has shown in the handling of 
nearly every question of import- 
ance with which it has had to deal, 

The Union Government is con- 
demned not only because it has 
held its hand while Big Business 
plundered the public, and even 
helped the spoilsmen on oceasion, 
but because its administration has 
been the most curiously and hope- 
lessly inefficient the country has 
yet seen. In the art of misman- 
agement the Ministers have dis- 
closed an aptitude which amounts 
almost to genius. All Govermmnents 
make mistakes. It has yet to be 
recorded that the Union Govern. 
ment has missed a chance to make 
one. For their administrative in- 
capacity, equally as for the policy 
they have accepted at the hands 
of the Big Business interests, the 
Ministers have earned the unpopu- 
larity that is now their portion.

The Empire, though composed of 
many countries—perhaps we might 
say of many nations—is a unit for all 
international purpoves. It suited the 
Purposes of Germany, at one stage, to 
treat Canada as a separate nation, 
and to claim that Germany was en- 
titled to all the privileges which Can- 
ada granted to Great Britain, Against 
that claim Canada very properly pro- 
tested. As a result of that protest the 
old treaties, which did grant such 
rights to Germany, and also to Bel- 
given were cancelled. Germany pen- 
alized Canada for a while, by apply- 
ing her highest tariff to our products. 
Canada struck back, most effectively, 
with the surtax on German goods. 
Ultimately Germany sued for com- 
mercial peace with Canada, acknowl- 
edging Canada's right to make such 
trade arrangements as she _ pleased 
within the British empire without ref- 
erence to any foreign power,

8—Disablement is estimated only by 
the effect tc may have upon the sol- 
dier's capacity for ordinary work. 
That he cannot return to his former 
occupation does not entitle him to a 
higher pension than the extent of his 
disability warrants. 

4—If a soldier is so disabled that he 
is completely incapacitated for ordin- 
ary work, he receives a ‘Total Dis- 
ability” pension which has been fixed 
at $50 a month. 

5—If by his disablement a soldier's 
capacity for ordinary work is lessen- 
ed, he receives a percentage of the 
“total disability” pension equal to his 
handicap. 

@—This percentage has been most 
carefully and thoroughly worked out 
for every disability, and it is as ac- 
curate and fair as it is possible to 
make it. 

1—The earnings a man may be cap- 
able of making, or the amount of his 
pre-war ¢a' rings will not in any way 
uffect the amount of pension awarded 
The extent of hie disability is alone 
considered. 

8—-Widows of sailo*s ©” soldiers 
who have died are entitiel to pension 
for so long as they do not re-marry. 

9—Children of sailors or soldiers 
are) entitled to pension up to the age | 
of sixteen :f boys, or seventeen if gitic. 

10—Pension is only granted to the 
parents of a sailor or soldier when he 
was their main support previous to his 
death,

Armed Soldiers Give This as Rea- 
son for Commandeering

MUNICH, Dec. 9.—The mob of 
armed soldiers which Friday forced 
the resignation, at the pistol'’s point, 
of Herr Auer, minister of the interior 
in the Bavarian cabinet, and then oc- 
cupled various newspaper offices, gave 
as the reason for the latter action that 
the newspapers had been deceiving 
people throughout the war. Premier 
HRisner secured the withdrawal of the 
revolutionists from the newspaper 
plants after a time, by a statement 
which they left for publication in the 
Bavarian Courier, the organ of form- 
er Chancellor von Hertling was print- 
ed in that journal! when it managed 
to get out an edition at noon after the 
nocturnal interruption of its working 
force. The statement said that the 
soldiers and workmen occupied the of- 
fices of the newspaper “which had lied 
and deceived the people for fifty-one 
months and bore the fearful responsi- 
bility of murder.” 

The papers would henceforth appear 
under the soldiers’ and workmen's di- 
rection, added the statement, which 
was signed by the “revolutionary in- 
ternationalists of Bavaria."’ The Cour- 
jer explained that it printed this state- 
ment “to indicate what had happen- 
ed.” 

After forcing the resignation of 
Herr Aver the mob went to Premier 
Eisner’s residence to tell him’ the 
news. Wisner, however, asked them 
why they had not informed him of 
their intention.

NEW PROCESS FOR 
DRYING MEAT AND 
FISH PERFECTED 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—A new dry- 
ing process by which meats and fish 
can be kept indefinitely and then re- 
stored to their former state of fresh- 
ness by the application of water, and 
which, it {s believed, will increase the 
world's meat shipping capacity more 
than twelve times by doing away with 
the need for refrigeration, has been 
perfected in the chemical engineers’ 
laboratories at Columbia University, it 
was announced last night. 

“During a period of comprehensive 
tests,” the statement says, ‘meats that 
haq been dried and kept for one year 
were restored to their fresh state and 
served in the homes of professors at- 
tached to the laboratories, A ship- 
ment of 300 pounds was sent to a 
camp in the South and served to the 
soldiers. Reports received from the 
camp state that those who ate the re- 
stored meat failed to discover any 


difference between it and strictly fresh 
‘ 


meat.”
